New teacher contract 
approved in Romulus 


The Romulus Board of 
Education has formally 
approved a new teacher 
employment contract for the 
1971-72 school year which will 
give starting teachers a $500 
increase over last year. 

The one-year contract 
between the Romulus 
Education Association and the 


Board of Education, ratified 
by the school district’s 280 
teachers, calls for salary 
increases subject to the 
presidential wage-price freeze 
of Aug. 15. 

In addition, the new 
agreement calls for 

improvements in the 
insurance fringe benefit 



program as it applies to 
hospitalization, medical and 
dental services. 

Negotiations on the new 
contract began in March. The 
former teacher contract 
expired Aug. 15.

August’s building 


The Romulus Building 
Department reported Monday 
a sharp increase in building in 
the City'of Romulus during the 
month of August. 

The building department 
issued 63 building permits 
calling for residential and 
commercial construction in 
excess of $4 million. 

There were 31 permits 
issued for commercial 
buildings, totaling $4,332,315 in 
construction costs, and 32 
residential building permits 
with a construction value of 
$93,000. 

Total building permit fees 
collected by the city amounted 
to $23,722.24. Among the fees 
collected were those paid for 
permits for other than 
building. 


The electrical division of 
the building department 
issued 110 permits, the heating 
division issued 36 permits, the 
refrigeration division issued 
eight permits and the 
plumbing division issued 25. 


Fees collected by these 
divisions totaled $5,330. 

Building permits issued for 
the construction of additional 
parking facilities at the 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
accounted for $3,977,400 of the 
August building total. 

The construction of 
expanded parking decks at the 
airport is part of the current 
expansion program approved 
by the Wayne County Road 
Commission some time ago. 
The road commission 
operates the airport. 


August building permits 
included an office and 
warehouse for Sentry Drug 

Co. of Detroit, $75,000; an 
industrial building for Metro 
Machinery Sales of 
Wyandotte, $65,000; a service 
station for Shell Oil Co. of 
Southfield, $45,000; a medical 
clinic for Dr. Clarence J. 

Carpenter, $41,000 and a fire 
repairs project for A & D 
Motor Sales, located $16,000 
Huron River Dr., Romulus, 
$28,000. 


arts degree will receive a 
starting pay of $8,500 as 
against $8,000 last year. Those 
with masters degrees will 
receive a starting pay of $9,500 
against $9,000 , and education 
specialists will start at $10,500, 
up from $10,000 last year. 

The new salary maximums 
after 10 years of service are

This is the first year that 
teachers have had the choice 
on the dental program.

A proposed three-year 
employment contract 
covering employes of the City 
of Romulus has been 
presented to Local 214 of the 
Teamsters State, County & 
Municipal Workers by 
Romulus’ administrative 
officials. 

The terms of the proposed 
contract containing the city’s 
counter proposals were 
presented to union officials 
a union membership meeting 
held in Romulus last Thursday 
night. 

Local 214 was selected by 
the employes as their sole 
bargaining agent, and 
negotiations on a new 
employment contract for the 
50 to 60 city employes, have 
since been in process since 
last July. 

Union officials have not 
formally acted on the city’s 
latest offer pending a 
complete review and study of 
the proposed contract. The 
. contract was received about 
one-half hour before last 
Thursday’s meeting. 

Another meeting of the 
union membership is 
scheduled for sometime this 
week to consider the city’s 
new proposals. 

Jack Valenti, president of 
Local 214 announced last week 
that an unfair labor charge 
was filed against the city.

of 10 per cent for the first year 
of the contract, seven per cent 
the second year and five per 
cent the third year for clerical 
and office employes. 

Pay scales for hourly-rated 
employes would range 
between $4.59 per hour to $3.91 
per hour with five per cent and 
seven per cent pay hikes in the 
second and third year of the 
contract. 

The contract calls for an 
annual salary of $11,000 for a 


building isnpector and also for 
a sanitary inspector, with 
similar pay boosts in the 
second and third year of the 
contract. 

It was reported that the 
city’s proposal has deleted 
certain benefits allowed under 
the old contract that expired 
last April 19. These benefits 
relate to vacation, longevity 
and sick leave.

In ai rport bomb threat 

Detroit woman held 


A well-educated, 37-year-old woman, described by her 
father as “a soft touch for the underground movements — 
with my money” stands accused by the FBI of carrying 
dynamite and a loaded pistol aboard an airliner in an air 
piracy attempt at Metropolitan Airport Friday. 

Barbara Pliskow, a white and longtime participant in 
protest movements, was jailed along with two blacks in what 
police said was a bizarre effort to free two Black Panthers 
and fly them out of the country. 

Miss Pliskow was subdued by police in a brief struggle 
after she was lured off the Detroit - New York American 
Airlines flight 124 on the pretext that the plane had 
mechanical difficulties and could not take off. 

Authorities, who had been alerted by the Detroit police 
intelligence unit that an attempt would be made to hijack the 
plane, told the 55 passengers and five crew members to leave 
the craft and back to the terminal to await another plane. 

Police Lt. William McCoy, who had pieced together the 


police leads on the attempted seizure of the plane, arrived at 
the airport as federal air marshals were leading the 
passengers away to be searched. 

McCoy said Miss Pliskow whom he pointed out to the 
marshals pulled a stick of dynamite from a shopping bag and 
threatened to detenate it with a bullet from her pistol. Three 
of the marshals had a hectic tussle before they subdued her 
as she screamed, “I’ve got a gun and dynamite and I’ll blow 
us all up.” 

Neil J. Welch, special agent in charge of the Detroit FBI 
office, said the woman’s purse contained a note threatening 
to blow up the aircraft. He said her purse also contained 
another note and a diagram. 

He said the second note also contained a threat to blow up 
the plane and its passengers while the diagram was that of a 
woman pointing a gun into a bag apparently containing

Police expressed belief she had planned to give the notes to 
the plane’s stewardesses oi flight crew to enforce her plained 
demand for the release of Michael D. Hill, 26, of Des Moines, 
Iowa and Ronald K. Irwin, 19, of Detroit, Black Panther 
members. 

Hill is in Wayne County Detroit jail awaiting extradition on 
a murder charge stemming from the slaying in New York of 
a West Coast Panther, Samuel Napier. 

Irwin was sentenced Thursday to life imprisonment in 
Southern Michigan state prison on a second degree murder 
charge in the slaying of a Mesick, Mich, man in Detroit last 
April. 

Lt. McCoy, said a search of Miss Pliskow’s shopping bag 
turned up a letter signed by “The Black Liberation Army” 
outlining the alleged plot to free Hill and Irwin. 

Within three hours after Miss Pliskow was arrested, FBI 
agents swooped down on a West Side Detroit Apartment and 
took five persons into custody. Three were released without 
charge. 

Brenda Jackson, 23 and David Reddus, 19, both of Detroit 
and described by Detroit police as members of the Black 
Panthers, were charged with conspiracy to commit air 
piracy. They were unable to post $5,000 bond each at their 
appearance before U.S. Magistrate Paul Komives and were 
jailed pending federal court arraignments, FBI Agent 

He said Miss Pliskow is a graduate of New York’s 
Adelphia College and New York University and was working 
on a doctorate in psychology. 


He said the only possible explanation he could give for his 
daughter’s act was that she “firmly believes she is one of the 
new people.” 

Miss Pliskow meanwhile, made a brief appearance before 
U.S. Magistrate Konives and was held without bond for a 
preliminary hearing Monday. 

“She’s led underdog movements since her college days and 
she was that way in high school too,” said her father. 
Pliskow said he would not act as counsel for his daughter. “I 
don’t approve of any of this. I’m a criminal lawyer and she’s 
caused me a great deal of unfavorable publicity with her 
involvement in these things.” 

Welch said the complaint alleged that Jackson and Reddus 
met with Barbara Pliskow to plan the aircraft hi-jacking. 

Lt. McCoy said police intelligence officers had been 
developing information on the alleged plot for several days 
and got a crucial bit of information — which he did not 
disclose — shortly before the Boeing 727 jetliner was due to 
take off. American Airlines was notified to hold up the plane 
while concentrated in the area. 

Miss Pliskow’s father Harry, a prominent Detroit criminal 
attorney, said his daughter had always wanted the glory of 
being a leader of underground movements. 

“Oh, my God. .this is the end for her with me,” said 
Pliskow when he heard of her arrest. 

“She’s in bad shape,” he continued, “if she got into 
dynamiting a plane and all that .. .I’m afraid the Feds know 
what they are doing.”

New bill means funds for cities

The state-local revenue 
sharing bill as passed by the 
legislature will mean 
substantially more state funds 
for numerous cities and 
modest increases for large 
numbers of other 
communities. 

The bill revises the formula 
for sharing certain state- 
collected taxes with local units 
of* government. Currently 
there is a straight per capita 
distribution of the funds, with 
each community getting a 
certain amount of money for 
each resident. The new plan 
also takes into consideration 
local tax burdens. In other 
words, those communities 
with higher-than-average tax 


burdens will receive 
additional funds. 

Besides changing the 
formula, the legislature added 
some $23.6 million to the 
revenue-sharing pot. 

The bill had touch sledding 
in the House, where it 
originated. It was defeated 
twice before finally winning 
House approval. It won 
approval in the Senate only 
after that chamber defeated 
attempts to restore funds that 
had been trimmed from the 
counties’ share. 

In paring the bill down to 
meet available revenues, the 
House had found it necessary 
to reduce the counties’ share 
by some $3 millioq. There was 


an unsuccessful try in the 
Senate to restore about half 
the amount. 

There also was an attempt 
in the Senate to give local 
units of government credit in 
the tax burden formula for 100 
per cent of overlapping taxes. 
Instead, they will receive 
credit for half of the 
overlapping taxes. 

One change in the bill made 
by the Senate and accepted by 
the House is designed to aid 
fast-growing communities, 
particularly those in the 
suburbs, by allowing credit in 
the formula for all special 
assessments and not just those 
made on an ad valorem basis. 
This would take into 


consideration those 
assessments made on a front- 
footage basis. 

The only budget item which 
did not win final passage was 
the controversial social 
services appropriations. 
Because of continuing House- 
Senate disagreement, it was 
laid over until the fall session. 
The Social Services 
Department, meanwhile, will 
operate on an interim budget 
which holds spending at last 
year’s levels. 

The House passed the bill at 
$534.9 million, the Senate at 
$503.5 million. The final 
compromise can be expected 
to be somewhere between 
those two figures. 


Even with that bill still 
pending there is general 
agreement that the budget,as 
it now stands, is a balanced 
one that will keep the state in 
the black in fiscal 1971-72. The 
governor has indicated he will 
sign the budget bills. 

Using the Senate version of 
the social services bill, the 
budget now stands at $2,055 
billion. Expected state 
revenues are set at $2,070 
billion. 

The largest single 
appropriations bill was for 
school aid. It sets spending at 
$1.05 billion, part of it coming 
from the state’s general fund, 
the rest from restricted funds.

Head to clearer thinking, my Heart to greater 
loyalty, my Hands to larger service, my 
Health to better living, for my club, my 
community and my country. 

More than two million youthful members of 
4-H clubs stand behind the high goals and 
principles of 4-H 

4-H Week is the one time of the year when 
parents and the nation can respond to the 
young, who must carry out civilization and 
our country forward to a brighter future.

Their request 
for a Class C license was finally denied. 

Ramada Inn, knowing how slim their chances were of 
getting a Gass C license, had made application for a Class B 
license (hotel license). They had approval from the Michigan 
Liquor Control Commission for the transfer of a resort 
license. The council whose approval was needed, had to 
waive renewing licenses fees, which had already been 
distributed to the township from which Ramada Inn bought 
the license. 

Councilman Pennington made the amazing statement that 
he did not believe everything he received in the mail. Did he 
mean he would need to have our city attorney check the 
signature on the letter from the MLCC. 

William Mosier, attorney, representing the Ramada Inn, 
asked that the requested Gass B license be acted upon, as 
Leonard Folmer, city clerk had the application in front of 
him. 

Council Chairman Raspberry denied the request because it 
was not on the agenda. It would have been a nice gesture on 
the chairman’s part if he would have deviated from the 
agenda and, out of common courtesy, made room for the 
request. It was implied that the council was awaiting an 
opinion from the city attorney as to the possibility of 
Romulus losing one of its Gass C licenses if the Class B 
License was approved. 

It so happened that this opinion had been given to Chair¬ 
man Raspberry and the other councilmen before the 
meeting. 

Councilman Bizek doubts the intelligence of any $4 million 
business like the Ramada Inn coming into Romulus and 
building its facilities without first getting a license com¬ 
mitment. 

If it’s taken the Ramada people all these months to get a 
straight answer from the council on their Gass C license, by 
the time the council gave a commitment, they would have to 
have had a new set of building plans drawn up because the 
original plans would have been outdated. 

Come to think of it, I imagine the financial backers of the 
Ramada Inn are beginning to have their doubts, along with 
Mr. Bizek. 

The discussions that took place before any action was 
taken was really something that made many of the spec¬ 
tators smile. Nine out of 10 times, the voting is 4-3. If three 
vote for a motion, you can bet that the other four will vote 
against it. 

At one point during the discussion, the chair was 
challenged. With one of the usual four being absent, the 
chairman voted which created a 3-3 tie causing the challenge 
to fail. Roberts Rules of Order state that the chairman votes 
only to prevent a tie. Interpretation is again in question. 

Another history making action was amending a motion 
before the council. When the voting was completed, the 
amendment was approved but the motion itself was defeated. 
Now my question is-how can you amend something you do not 
have. 

It will be very interesting to find out just what method the 
council will be using when it decides who will receive a Gass 
C liquor license. 

Will they be awarded according to seniority, popularity or 
just a hat full of names.

second session of the 92nd Congress, Ford sharply criticized 
its content. 

He told the educators that he would sponsor a bill next 
session which would offer an alternative to the desegregation 
package. 

President Nixon has urged an amendment, which would 
prohibit using federal money to pay for busing, he said. 

“We have no chance of stopping it if it gets to the floor," 
Ford confessed. 

Nixon’s proposal for a second amendment to the bill is a 
“magnificent display of insincerity," Ford claimed. 

He reported that the amendment would allow school 
districts to use funds from state and local sources to pay for 
busing, replacing these depleted funds with federal money. 

Ford said his package would prohibit any trading of 
dollars. f 

He termed his proposed bill a vehicle for allowing everyone 
involved to have their say on busing and to amend all of the 
existing educational legislation. 

“It will pour more gasoline on the issue," he promised. 

Ford told the educators that the problem the country faces 
is letting the question of funding obscure a basic education 
program. 

He added that despite the billions of dollars authorized for 
education, only a small percentage of those dollars are ever 
appropriated each year. 

“The congressman challenged those who would criticize 
school districts for lack of efficiency in implementing federal 
programs. 

“How can anyone expect efficiency with the late ap¬ 
propriations and less than what you ask for," Ford said. “We 
don’t know how well many of the programs can work because 
we’ve never funded any of them." 

Ford advised district administrators, who are tagged with 
a bill from the U.S. Office of Education to return a portion of 
their federal aid, not to pay. 

“The limitations on the use of federal money are too 
narrow. It wasn’t our intention when we wrote the bills," 
Ford commented. 

“I can’t see school districts facing the loss of accreditation 
with the cutbacks they have had to make," he said.

If one defines a germ as 
something minute and well 
hidden, then it is feasible to 
concede that there is the germ 
of an idea in “Someone 
Behind the Door,” a European 
potboiler which never 
remotely approaches its 
potential. 

Anthony Perkins, who for a 
change is not insane (except 
when he signed the contract 
for this film), stars as Dr. 
Lawrence Jeffries, a British 
doctor whose wife, Frances, 
(Jill Ireland) has taken a 
French lover, Paul Damien 
(Henri Gardin). 

Jeffries schemes to murder 


Damien when a schizophrenic 
who has murdered his wife 
(Charles Bronson) suffers 
total amnesia and is placed 
under Jeffries’ care. Jeffries 
manufactures evidence of his 
own life and subtly weaves the 
fabric of an artificial 
personality around the 
helpless psychotic, convincing 
him that Frances is the 
amnesiac’s wife and Damien 
her lover who murdered her. 
He then makes sure the 
amnesiac has a loaded gun 
and sets up a confrontation 
with Damien. 

Any ingenious idea from 
Jacques Robert’s novel has 
been totally erased in the 
unimaginative and banal 
screenplay by Robert, Marc

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Recycling groups 

unite , schedule 
joint meeting 


Park facilities 
open for fall 


Huron advisor group 
slates Oct. 11 meet 


To help promote rational, environmental 
thinking in the metropolitan area, a coalition 
of over twenty recycling and ecology oriented 
groups has been formed. Named the Detroit 
Coalition for the Environment, the 
organization hopes to be able to counter the 
massive industry and governmental 
resistance to environmental protection. 

After seven months of hard work and 
frustration, BICEP (the Biological 
Committee on Ecology and Pollution), and 
many other groups have been forced to stop 
their voluntary recycling efforts because of 
industry and governmental apathy and 
antagonism. 

The primary reason for the BICEP closing 
was the group’s inability to find and keep a 
permanent location for its recycling efforts. 
The first group to start sustained community 
collection for recycling in the Detroit area, it 
was forced to move from its original State 
Fairgrounds location because of the State 
Fair. Relocating at the East Detroit High 
School, the group had to leave that site when 
school began. It has not been able to find 
another site. 

BICEP has not been alone in being forced to 
close down. Other groups have had 
difficulties in finding volunteers or in 
obtaining trucking. One group, the Earth 
Lovers in Grosse Pointe, was fined $200 by a 
municipal judge because they were 
supposedly making too much noise. The end 
result of such actions has been a marked drop 


in recycling groups. From a high of over 30 
groups, there are only ten still collecting. 

At a meeting between recycling groups and 
industry, it became apparent that voluntary 
recycling was having little or no impact on 
the solid waste problem. Commercial 
recycling also seemed to hold little promise. 
The alternative of recycling on a municipal 
basis (as was recently proposed by Mayor 
Gribbs) will be supported fully by the 
coalition, but for the problems of beverage 
container disposal, another answer seems 
best. 

A bill has been introduced into the Michigan 
House of Representatives (H.B. 4685), which 
would place a deposit of ten cents on all 
beverage containers. As one of its first 
actions, the Coalition will be fully supporting 
this bill in conjunction with the Michigan 
Returnable Coalition, a statewide group 
which is supporting the banning of 
nonreturnable containers. 

The next meeting of the Detroit Coalition 
for the Environment will be at 7 : 30 p . m . on 
Tuesday, Oct. 5 at Helen DeRoy Auditorium 
on the Wayne State University campus. A 
pamphlet on H.B. 4685 and the solid waste 
problem, and information on the coalition are 
available from their offices at 467 W. 
Hancock, Detroit, 48202, or by calling them at 
577-3480. All concerned groups and 
individuals are urged to attend. 


The nine parks of the Huron- 
C1 in ton Metropolitan 
Authority, serving the citizens 
of Livingston, Macomb, 
Oakland, Washtenaw and 
Wayne counties, offer a wide 
variety of recreation during 
September and October. 
Except for Marshbank Park, 
all are open year ‘round. 

In Western Wayne County, 
Lower Huron Metropolitan 
Park, a 1,000-acre site near 
Belleville, features picnic and 
playfields, play equipment in 
the Tot Lot, nature trails and 
exhibits at the nature center, 
plus an 18-hole “Par 3” golf 
course. 

Golf hours are 8 a.m. to 
sundown and the Nature 
Center is open 10 a.m. to 5 
p.m. Saturday and Sunday 
only in the fall. Park hours are 
daylight to 11 p.m. and the 
phone is 697-9181. 


Other parks of the Huron- 
Clinton Metropolitan 
Authority include 
Metropolitan Beach near Mt. 
Clemens, Stony Creek near 
Utica and northwest of 
Rochester, Marshbank near 
Pontiac, Kensington near 
Milford, Willow between New 
Boston and the Village of 
Willow, and Delhi, Dexter- 
Huron and Hudson Mills along 
the Huron River northwest of 
Ann Arbor. 

A wide range of facilities 
are available at these parks 
including boat launching, golf, 
swings and slides, shuf- 
fleboard and tennis courts, 
nature trails, scenic drives, 
fishing and picnic grounds.

HURON SCHOOL DISTRICT ANNUAL FINANCIAL REPORT 
FOR THE YEAR ENDED, June 30, 1971 


Budgeting in the Huron School District as in other Michigan school districts received two 
severe setbacks during the 1970-71 fiscal year. First, the Michigan Supreme Court ruling on 
providing free materials and textbooks placed an unexpected burden on districts. Next, the 
Governor’s surprise two per cent reduction in February meant further program reductions. 

Despite all of this, the Huron School District completed the year with a fund equity. It 
should be remembered, however, that this was achieved by offering fewer educational 
opportunities to the young people of the district. 

Huron School District operates its schools on 20.9 mills compared to a state-wide average 

of nearly 26 mills.

Q—We travel by air a great deal; this leaves my son with 
an earache, and a slight loss of hearing after each flight. It 
clears up in a few days and usually happens when the plane is 
descenating. He has tried yawning and chewing, but nothing 
dreads each flight. Can you make any suggestions as to what 
might help this situation? - Mrs. A.B.J. 

A—Obstruction of the Eustachian tube causes your son’s 
earache. Here’s what happens: As the plane descends, the 
atmospheric pressure increases. But since the Eustachian 
tube is blocked, the air pressure in the middle ear remains 
lower than that on the outside, so your child suffers pain from 
this increased pressure. 

Since chewing and swallowing doesn’t help your son, if he’s 
going to keep on flying, you should seek medical help. As a 
general rule, youngsters who experience this sort of problem 
have an underlying allergic swelling of the lining of the nose 
and throat which is aggravated by the change in altitude and 
pressures. 

Sometimes, simple medication prescribed by your doctor 
can completely prevent such symptoms. Medication includes 
antihistamine decongestants taken an hour before the flight 
begins, plus decongestant nose drops or sprays. If the flight is 
a long one, medication can be repeated 30 minutes or so 
before the end of the flight. 

Q — My child’s pediatrician has mentioned to me several 
times the advantages of children going barefoot. I also 
remember a column you wrote on the same subject, pointing 
out the benefits to a child’s feet and ankles from goirg 
without shoes. 

But don’t you think going barefoot in areas where hook¬ 
worm exists is dangerous, since the only protection against 
contracting hookworm infection is to keep one’s feet 
covered? 

Otherw , of course, I think going barefoot is beneficial 
and grp fun. — Mrs. M. 

A — Although hookworm is seen far less commonly than it 
once was (before the widespread use of indoor plumbing 
facilities) it still appears occasionally, especially in warm 
climates, including the southern part of the United States. 
Even so, although I live in the south and treat patients from 
urban, suburban and rural areas, I’ve never seen a case of 
hookworm in my own practice.

There was a bit of politics, a lot of athletics and good tood 
on the menu of the first meeting between the Suburban Eight 
conference athletic directors and members of the Fourth 
Estate who gathered last week in Dearborn's Chambertin 
Restaurant to discuss “communications”. 

And it was the first time, to my knowledge, that any high 
school group ever even tried to understand what happens on 
this side of the typewriter - and we want to commend the ADs 
for their efforts. 

“The main purpose of this get together,” said John Sand- 
mann, head of the Plymouth High athletic department, “is to 
create better communications with the people of the press. 
We would like to know with whom we are speaking with. 

Sandmann, the president of the newly-formed Suburban 
Eight Conference which became a reality this year, was 
speaking for a group that represented high schools that have 
approximately 15,000 students. Among members of the 
conference, that is an off-spring of the old Suburban Six, are 
Belleville, Redford Union, Trenton, Plymouth, Allen Park, 
Livonia Bentley, Dearborn and Edsel Ford (Dearborn). 

The two Dearborn High schools are the newest members of 
the league. 

All eight high schools were represented: George Fefles 
(Bentley), Jack Johnson (Dearborn) Arnold Skip” Domke 
(Edsel Ford), Howard Kraft (Redford Union), Harold 
Jaroch (Trenton), Dick Hershberger (Allen Park), Harry 
Hidenfelter (Belleville) and Sandmann (Plymouth). 

Newsmen, as well as a news woman, who cover these high 
schools were well represented. (Have ya ever heard of the 
Press by-passing a function where there’s good food?) 

One issue that remains imprinted in my computer is that of 
the important of athletic directors stressing to their coaching 
staff the necessity of contacting the press. 

“We can’t be at all games at all times,” said one member 
of the Press. “We represent you, the athletic department, in 
the eyes of the public. If the coach fails to phone in the score 
or fails to have someone do it for him, it is impossible for the 
reporter to write the story. 

“This brings on cries of biasness, from the fans who think 
we deliberately leave out the stories. We have one thing to 
sell to the public and that’s news and we will use every means 
of gathering the necessary information - but we also need the 
cooperation of the coaches.” 

There are good coaches, and there are bad one - as there 
are good reporters as well as bad ones, so how about the 
information that coaches do phone in and is “murdered” by 
the writers. 

A reporter pointed out in “such cases when someone 
murders the story, athletic directors should step in, in fact, 
they have a responsibility to call the poorly written article to 
the attention of the writer.” 

“We're human and we will make mistakes,” said the 
reporter, “but you don’t help with silence. A mature person is 
always ready to accept criticism, be it constructive or 
otherwise.” 

The Suburban Eight ADs also want it to be known that they 
are against any movement by the state board of education to 
take over the Michigan High School Athletic Association. 
(SportswTiter Dann Barkume will have more to say on the 
subject in his column next w’eek.) 

Apparently, the state board ot education feels it’s time to 
disband the MSHAA into sectional groups and hand the 
overseeing job to a civil service appointee. 

“It is a political move to curtail the MHASS operations,” 
said Fefles. “and I can say I’m against it.” 

The athletic directors w 7 ere quick to add their unanimity: 
“The MHSAA structure should remain ‘status quo’”, they 
said. 

“The MHSAA has been a model for the entire nation,” 
stressed Sandmann, “and any tampering with it would be 
foolish. Sure, it has made its mistakes, but for 47 years is has 
improved the quality of athletics in this state second to none 
in the nation, and what else can one ask for?” 

Though the conference has gotten off to an excellent start, 
an omnious cloud hangs over one of its members. A teachers’ 
strike in the Trenton School District may wipe out that high 
school’s participation in athletics this season. Though the 
football program is presently being kept alive by assistant 
principals, the situation in the school district isn’t bright. 

All the teachers have been fired - and the board is 
screening 300 new applicants to fill those jobs. And one must 
really be naive not understand that a state of war exists 
between the board and those whom they fired. 

“You don’t do this to an entire system,” said Jaroch, “the 
fireworks have just started.” 

What are some of the future plans of the leagued 

“Well, we would like to expand our nine-sport program to 
include such sports as hockey and gymnastics,” said Sand¬ 
mann.

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De Sana explains vote 
on riverfront stadium 


Wayne County 
Commissioner James DeSana 
(D-23rd), whose district 
includes Huron Township, 
said his vote in favor of the 
$126 million bond issue for the 
downtown domed stadium was 
based on the “long-range 
economic impact it will have 
on Wayne County.” 

Speaking to the Romulus 
Roman following last 
Thursday’s 16-9 vote in favor 
of the county pledging its full 
faith and credit behind the 
bond issue, DeSana said he 
was concerned about the 
economic impact of allowing a 
stadium to be built in Oakland 
County. 

The commissioner said he 
felt such a move would be 
detrimental to Wayne 
County’s status as the hub of 
the business and sports 
community in Michigan. 

“What we’d be doing if this 


thing is to fail is to let a 
competitor to Wayne County 
develop in Oakland County,” 
DeSana said. ‘If it does 
happen to go to Oakland, be 
rest assured Wayne County 
won’t be the hub of business 
and the sports community.” 

“All these things provide 
jobs” he emphasized. “Once 
they change the direction of 
that stadium, then the 
business community will 
follow.” 

DeSana said he felt that the 
people in his district definitely 
benefitted from Tiger Stadium 
and Cobo Hall and the 
surrounding business district. 

He likened the present 
situation to that of Houston, 
where, he explained, the 
Houston Astro-Hall and 
business began to sprout up 
after the Astrodome was 
constructed. 

The commissioner 


emphasized, however, that he 
did not feel Thursday’s vote 
was the most important. He 
said the Wayne County Board 
of Commissioners’ approval of 
the stadium bond issue was 
based on the assumption that 
the State Legislature in 
Lansing will allow the stadium 
authority to levy taxes on 
hotels and racing in Detroit. 

“Without those, there won’t 
be a stadium,” he stated.

County given $150,000 
to finance county jail study 


The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has received 
$150,000 in federal crime 
control funds to finance a six- 
month study of the possible 
need for a new county jail. 

The grant was awarded in 
Lansing by the Michigan 
Commission on Law En¬ 
forcement and Criminal 
Justice Sept. 15. 

Outside consultants will be 
hired to study the entire fabric 
of jail and correctional 
facilities in Wayne County and 
to recommend long-term 
improvements. The study will 
cost a total of $200,000, in¬ 
cluding $50,000 in services by 
county and City of Detroit 
personnel.

1971 is bonanza year 


for silver anniversaries 


As any demographer will 
tell you, 1946 was a very good 
year — for weddings. The 
demographers, as well as 
great many non-sociologist 
types recall 1946 fondly as the

record — and launched the 
“baby boom.” 

That time was the time 
when the boys came home 
from the wars — and the girls 
sure were glad. Since almost 
no one had a TV set in those 
pre-historic days (there were 
7,000 scattered around the 
country) there was more time 
for mooning and spooning too. 
More than 4V 2 million 
Americans were wed that 
year. 


As a result of all that rice¬ 
throwing, a great many 
couples are celebrating their 
silver wedding anniversaries 
right now in 1971. And as one 
might surmise, one segment 
of business to show the effect 
of this record -setting silver 
anniversary year is the 
silverware industry which is 
doing especially well. 

Also expected to be a setting 
records this year is the baby- 
boom generation of the 1946-47 
era — through ownership of 
life insurance. In 1970, a 
record of 34 percent of all 
policies was purchased on 
those between 15 and 24, 
reports the Institute of Life 
Insurance. 


There also seems to be 
enough evidence around to 
indicate that the 1971 bridal 
crop will be trying to match 
nuptial records with the 1946 
generation.

Carousel Co-op Nursery 
opens with 51 students 


One of the big fall events for 
Belleville area pre-schoolers 
this year is the opening of the 
Carousel Cooperative 
Nursery. Mrs. Lilyan Carlson, 
a teacher for the nursery, 
states that “educators have 
found it important to reach 
children as early as possible. 
However, few efforts have 
been made until now to do so. 
Only a few years ago it was 
found that half of all growth in 
human intelligence takes 
place between birth and four 
years of age. Two-thirds of 
one’s intellectual development 
occurs before formal 
education even begins.” 

The purpose of the nursery, 
Mrs. Carlson further states, 
“is to enrich the emotional 
and social development of the 
three to five year old child, 
and to stimulate on the part of 
the parents, greater 


understanding and awareness 
of the child and his 
relationship with others his 
own age.” 

After surveying the general 
Van Buren area and 
subsequently determining the 
need for a cooperative 
nursery, a group of concerned 
mothers banded together to 
form the Carousel Nursery. 
According to Mrs. Jill Ongley, 
president of the executive 
board, “The nursery has 
obtained a charter as an 
incorporated organization, 
been issued a state license and 
has leased a portion of the 
Belleville United 
Presbyterian Church to 
conduct the nursery.”

Ford charges freeze is 
unfair, discriminatory 


Wednesday, September 29 , 1971 


Congressman William D 
Ford (d-15th District) 
joined with 50 other 
Democratic representatives 
last week in offering a 
“constructive alternative” to 
President Nixon’s “New 
Economic Policy.” 

The 51 congressmen 
charged that the President’s 
price-wage freeze is unfair 
and discriminatory in not 
setting controls on interest 
rates and profits, and added 
that it fails to offer a solution 
to the nation’s mounting 
unemployment problem. 

The full text of the 
statement follows: 

“After two years and nine 
months of economic failure, 
the President has now adopted 
two of the most important 
proposals consistently made 
by Democrats — temporary 
controls on wages and prices 


and actions aimed at allowing 
the dollar to reach its true 
value in international 
markets. 

“But the President’s price- 
wage freeze fails to include 
controls over interest 
rates and profits, and is 
thereiore justly viewed as 
inequitable by labor. 
Moreover, the “New 
Economic Policy” does little 
to meet our tragic 
unemployment problem. 

“While we favor some 
elements of the President’s 
economic program, it requires 
the following changes and 
additions. 

“1. The President should use 
the authority he now has 
under the Credit Control Act of 
1969 to limit increases in 
interest rates; 

2. ‘The double dip* — the 10 
per cent investment tax credit

proposal, which will cost the 
Treasury $4.8 billion in lost 
revenue in the 1972 calendar 
year, and the June, 1971, 
“Asset Depreciation Range” 
system of accelerated 
depreciation (still without 
Congressional approval), 
which will cost $3.4 billion in 
1972 — should be curtailed; 

“3. A considerable portion of 
the funds made available 
should be put to better use by 
expanding the emergency 
public service and public 
works jobs programs and by 
prompt enactment of welfare 
reform; 

“4. Additional revenues 
needed for fiscal soundness 
can and must be raised by 
closing the loopholes in the 
federal tax system which 
allow billions of dollars a year 
to escape for the benefit of 
special interests; 

“5. The beleaguered local 
property taxpayers must be 
helped by maintaining federal 
aids for state and local 
governments needed to head 
off further increases in the 
property tax; 

“6. Imaginative efforts 
should be made to get labor 
and management agreement 
on effective wage-price 
controls which protect the 
interests of all parties — 
including the consumer.”

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Mahalak says aid in sight for senior citizens 


The problems of senior 
citizens have received 
increased attention in the 1971 
legislature, and action on a 
number of pending senior 
citizens bill is expected in the 
fall, according to State Rep. 
Edward D. Mahalak (D- 
Romulus ), representing 
Michigan’s 38th legislative 
district. 

“Today’s older persons are 
caught in a vicious trap by 
their limited, fixed retirement 
incomes and the fast-rising 
costs of living. Often, after 
working all of their lives, an 
older couple finds that instead 
of living in comfortable 
retirement they must do 


without many of the expected 
advantages. At times, even 
necessities are hard to come 
by,” Mahalak said. 

Thirty bills to aid and ease 
the plight of senior citizens 
have been introduced in the 
House alone so far this year, 
he reported. 

Two of those bills have 
passed the House and are now 
under consideration in the 
Senate. One would prohibit a 
telephone, electric or gas 
company from requiring 
service deposits for homes of 
persons 62 years old and older 
unless the customer could be 
proven to be a bad credit risk 


under standards set by the 
Public Service Commission 
according to Mahalak. 

A companion bill, which is in 
committee in the house, would 
require reduced electric, gas 
and telephone rates for senior 
citizens. 

The other bill that cleared 
the House makes it possible 
for counties to establish multi¬ 
service senior citizens’ 
centers which would offer 
special programs for older 
persons. These centers would 
be established with the 
assistance of the State 
Commission on Aging. 

A bill that passed both 


houses and was recently 
signed into law. by the 
governor will mean special 
benefits for the older 
sportsman. The bill approves 
giving the regular hunting 
licenses to senior citizens at 
reduced rates. 

“Taxes are a heavy burden 
on the senior citizen 
homeowner,” Mahalak said. 
“Recognizing this, the 
legislature has sought various 
ways to ease this tax load for 
older persons.” 

A law passed several years 
ago offered a tax exemption 
on the homes of senior citizens 


owning a home worth no more 
than $10,000 in state equalized 
valuation and an income of no 
more than $5,000 a year. Those 
who could meet these 
requirements were eligible for 
an exemption of $2,500. The 
state makes up for any tax 
loss by the local unit of 
government. 

Last year the senior 
citizen’s homestead tax 
exemption law was broadened 
by eliminating any restriction 
based on the value of the home 
and by increasing the income 
limits from $5,000 to $6,000 a 
year, Mahalak explained. This 


opened the exemptions to 
thousands of additional older 
property owners. 

This year there is a bill 
under committee 
consideration in the House 
which would raise the amount 
of the exemption from $2,500 
to $3,500, he added. 

Other pending House bills 
go into otner areas of tax relief 
for the elderly. One of them 
would exempt senior citizens 
with an annual income of no 
more than $6,500 from the 
payment of school taxes. 
Another would exempt federal 


retirement and pension 
benefits from the gross state- 
taxable income of senior 
citizens. Still another would 
place a limitation on the 
homestead property taxes of 
senior citizens with incomes of 
no more than $6,500 a year to 
an amount equal to 10 per cent 
of their annual gross income, 
Mahalak said. 

The senior citizens’ 
homestead tax exemptions 
are now limited to persons 65 
years old or older. One of the 
bills introduced in the House 
would lower this to 60 years. 

Another bill would increase 


the maximum level of income 
for persons receiving the tax 
exemptions from the present 
$6,000 to $9,000. In this same 
general area is a bill which 
would exempt social security 
benefits from gross income in 
figuring eligibility for the 
homestead tax exemptions. 

Special assessments can be 
a burden to older 
homeowners. A bill pending in 
the House would provide for 
state lofins for senior citizens 
for payment of sewer 
assessments under the state’s 
“clean water” program.

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Ford one of first in Congress 
to begin using recycled paper

simple to complete and 
requests information needed 
to determine economic need 
based on the income and 
number of persons in the 
family and any unusual 
circumstances or hardships 
which affect the family’s 
ability to pay for school 
lunches. 

The information provided on 


the application will be 
confidential and will be used 
only for the purpose of 
determining eligibility. 

The policy also provides 
that there will be no 
identification or 
discrimination against any 
student unable to pay the full 
cost of a lunch. 


“In addition, since recycled paper is made from such 
disposable items as paper cups and milk cartons, use of the 
paper will reduce both air pollution and environmental litter. 

“And finally/’ Congressman Ford said, “there is a con¬ 
siderable savings to the taxpayer, since recycled paper costs 
about 30 cents less per ream than paper made from wood 
pulp/’ 

The congressman explained that recycled paper is 
produced bv first removing ink, resins and other unwanted 
material from waste paper, and then using the remaining 
pulp to produce paper, cardboard, and similar products. 

“If this waste paper were not recycled, it would either be 
incinerated or used in landfills, thus contributing to pollution 
of either the air or the soil,” Ford said. 

“It is my hope that all government agencies will soon join 
in the use of recycled paper to help in our efforts to control 
pollution, preserve our forests, and reduce expenditures. 

“I am particularly hoping that the Government Printing 
Office, which runs the largest printing plant in the world, will 
shift to recycled paper. Te GPO last year used 92,000 tons of 
paper, requiring the destruction of some 1,500,000 trees.” 

Congressman Ford recently joined seven other members 
of the House in introducing legislation to encourage use of 
recycled materials by granting a depletion allowance to 
firms making the change. Tax allowances would be given for 
use of any recycled materials, including paper, glass, oil 
plastics, road material, concrete, and similar substances.

Correspondence from Congressman Ford’s office now has 
the following message imprinted on the bottom: “This 
stationery printed on paper made with recycled fibers.” 
Other office paper will be converted to the recycled paper as 
present stocks are depleted, Congressman Ford said. 

Ford, who has been a leader in congressional efforts to 
fight pollution and conserve America’s natural resources, 
explained that use of the recycled paper has many ad¬ 
vantages. 

“It is estimated that 17 trees are required for every ton of 
paper produced,” he pointed out. “The more recycled paper 
that is used, the more trees will be saved.
